nf the Comriany : it was an agreeable part 
of our duly to demonstrate the increased 
rntes of advnuce in our shipments, as c<im- 
pared with those uf our competitors, 

We also felt it to lie perfectly consistent 
with our obligations — not lets in the in- 
terest of importer, of Itrandy, (Unn with 
u view lo the welfare of the She re I mid its 
in our iVmpsPiy — to animadvert, with 
some freed urn, upon the unfair proceeding, 
uf fhe two fiiiiisis, who profess (ti con.idcr 
tlieinnelve. the leaden uf the trade in il.it 
nlitce ; and whose English Agents, iu ma- 
king quotations ol tbe prices of their own 
llrnndy, have thought it expedient to add 
those of other houses, having us preten- 
sions whatever (o rank above mireelvri . at 
the same time cautiously excluding from 
(heir liaita, our article ; which, in quantity, 
so rapidly advances tijiou their own i and, 
In quality, may fairly claim lo rank with 
it. 

There is mi difficulty in comprehending 
the true motive of thit cqi«rt attack upon 
our Ifeleblistitncflt, It manifestly rests 
upon, anil it the clearest possible evidence 
ol wi-ll-lbuiidrd alarm at, the rapid growth 
of our prusjicriLy.
